DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - PROFILE - HERBERT "HERBIE" CALLOW 


—-_eeooo eee 


Herbie Callow 81 years of age is Deddington born 
and bred and educated at our village school; a 
senior citizen who has accepted the responsibili- 
ties of life, had fulfilment in his work and over 
the years contributed much to the sporting acti- 
vities of the village. 


He recalls as a lad and like other youths of his 
age taking part in the working life of the village; 
up at 6 a.m. in the morning to collect and harness 
horses for work such as on Thursdays and Saturdays 
for Déeley the carrier horses, pay 1s.Od. a week 
and breakfast, then at night filling coal bags at 
2d per night. At that time coal came to Aynho by 
barge as did the granite and stone chips for the 
roads. 


He spent a short time working at the Banbury Iron Workings and in Southern 
Ireland with vivid memories of the Sinn Finn riots. He later worked for 
Oxfordshire County Council Road Department and really that was his working 
‘life. In the early days the roads were made of slurried in chips and then 
rolled by steam roller - commenting that the odd banks at the side of roads 
was due to the stint worker scraping mud off the roads. 


During the Second World War he was a member of the Area Rescue Team, the 
District Surveyor, Mr Rule, was in charge and Mr Morris was in charge of the 
Home Guard. 


Herbie was a ganger on the Oxford by-pass and remembers the Kidlington Zoo and 
of the time when two wolves escaped. He later became gang foreman concerned 
with building bridges, one has to realise at that period the small and large 
streams, culverts and dips, were individually bridged tocarry horse and early 
motor traffic and that many of the bridges had tolls. There was a toll bridge 
at the bottom of Oxford Hill and Deddington Hill near to the Kissing Gate to 
Somerton and North Aston. His bridge work took him to the Windrush at Burford, 
during the week he lived in a van, leaving Deddington at 5.45 a.m. Monday morn- 
ing to cycle the 22 miles, then back to Deddington on the Saturday leaving at 
12 noon. Wages were 1ls.Od.anhour, losing wet time and a 48% week. During 
the summer the grass verges were cut with a hand scythe - the man and his mate 
had a stretch of seven miles - the same workers maintaining the outlets, cul- 
verts and gulleys during the winter. 


When asking what Deddington 
was like in his early days 
with that characteristic 
hand to his mouth it came 
tumbling out "there was 
always something gotng on". 
He remembers Deddington's 
Town Band - his father was 
a drummer and he was the 
mascot. 


The village had a curfew 
bell, when there was a 
sexton, which rang at Deddington Flower Show 

8 p.m. The bell would "The Pillow Fight" (Herbte on right) 
also inform the village =

tolling would indicate a man had died: 3 x 2 tolls on the tenor followed by 
half an hour of single tolling would indicate a woman had died and the treble 
bell would indicate a death of a boy or girl. The tenor bell with the ting 
tang small bell indicated a fire. 


Churchill's Store dominated the Market Square, the various floors carried a 
multiplicity of goods and the store was renowned for the gable end advertise- 
ment "cheapest house for blankets" and if you look closely enough you can still 
see the indications of the old lettering. The Smith's followed the Churchill's. 


Horse drawn vans serviced the surrounding villages and as a boy Herbie remem- 
bers a pennyworth of broken biscuits was a real treat. 


Reminiscing he mentioned that Len Plumbe's garage was formerly Tibbits the 
Blacksmiths and he also sold petrol, Hoar's town cowshed was where the British 
Legion’ now stands and behind that another Blacksmiths - Clark's. 


Asked about 'Drunken Deddington' he remarked yes we had a 'few' pubs - in New 
Street there was The Plough Inn, Crown and Tuns, The Three Horseshoes and The 
Volunteer, in the Market Square - The Unicorn, The Red Lion, The Kings Arms and 
three doors down The Exhibition. 


Married in 1923 and third tenant of his present house, which was one of the 
first four Council houses built in the village, he has one daughter, two sons 
and four grandchildren - 2 boys and 2 girls. 


From Gang Foreman in 1931 he became 
Divisional Foreman in 1937 and retired 
in 1966 to spend more time at home with 
"Mum" his invalid wife. 


Herbie was a keen athlete in his youth 
taking part in all events especially 
football, cricket "..... a good cricket 
square was matntatned and fenced off 
at the Castle Grounds ...", the Annual 
Flower Show. He recollects that boxing 
was also a popular past-time sport and 
held at the Red Triangle Club - Mrs 
Sanders kindly made tea for the Club 
once a week. 


Herbte's method of transport tn 
his job as Dtvtstonal Foreman 


He now obtains great satisfaction work- 
ing in his garden and deeply appreciates 
the Meals on Wheels ladies "you know the food ts always good from Mrs Spters and 
her school canteen ladies and in the school holidays we are kindly looked after 
by the MU ladtes". 


Herbie is genuine - that's it.

NATURE NOTES 


June and July are hay making months in the country, although with 
modern grass silage methods, much less hay is made now than in years gone by. 


From the early stages of Saxon colonisation up to the beginning of the 
last century the people of Duns Tew went to the riverside meadows of the 
Cherwell for "hay cutting, and made a rustic holiday of it". 


A crop of hay was surrounded by beliefs... "If it rains on Good Friday 
and Easter Day, there will be plenty of grass but little sood hay". To meet a 
load of hay was good luck, but if it was pulled by a white horse it was extra 
cood luck. Adding hay flowers to the bath was a cure for toothache. The 
burned out centre of a hay stack was once used for flavouring beer instead of 
hops. At Shenington, west of Banbury, hay is still strewn on the floor of the 
church on Trinity Sunday. 


My childhood memories of hay making are of warm, long July days, 
(though the weather was really no better then than it is now). The sweet 
dusty smell of new mown hay and the fun of a ride on top of the hay cart to the 
farm yard. Now every thing is mechanised, no more hay stacks, just bales 
stacked in the barns. 


But for all modern technology and engineering, the weather does not 
change, and hay making is always a race against the elements.

STRAWBERRY PICKING 
. Strawberries, Pisk it Yourself, 1942 Style 


I was training to be a Nurse during the war, in the years when Nursing 
wan considered to be a vocation rather than a profession. This was a wonderful 
excuse to overwork and underpay us; our 24 hour day was neatly cut in half for 
working nours, 12 hour shifts for the night staff and 12 hour shifts for the 
Goy staff, 6 days and sometimes in times of stress 7 days a week, with two 
nours off during the day. For this we received with all due reverence and 
pratitude £1.17.6. a month. Matron herself handed out the pay packets, 
ticking us off for this and that as we filed past her. 


Anyway, to come to the strawberries - early in July 1942 during lunch, 
the presiding Sister asked for volunteers for fruit picking. The Hospital 
had extensive grounds, woods and orchards and a large field devoted to 
vegetables and soft fruit. There was a war-time shortage of gardeners, the 
strawberries were ripe, the fruit was needed. Volunteers to report to the 
kitchens at 2 o'clock, neatly dressed, she added. Neatly dressed meant in 
full wniform, caps, cuffs, aprons and clean shoes. Some 20 of us turned up. 
We were arranged in twos and marched off the strawberry beds, Sisters in front, 
Sisters bchind and Sisters by the side of us. Once there we were each handed 
2 vasket, shown 4 row and told to get on with it; all were to be picked, none 
eaten by us, but none, they were all needed. The Sisters patrolled the rows 
like soldiers on sentry duty. We picked and filled our baskets, we dare not 
even put one of the tempting looking fruit in our mouths as we were never out 
of authority's sight for a second. After an hour exactly we were lined up 
and marched back, to hand our full baskets in at a kitchen table, and dismissed. 
Come to think of it what happened to all that lovely fruit ? Strawberries and 
Champers at midnight for Matron ? Strawberries and cream for the Doctors ? 
Jam? We certainly saw none of it again. 


But months later we had our revenge. On a dark October evening a 
possey of us, camouflaged by our large black cloaks, raided the Hospital 
orchards and filled our pockets with pounds and pounds of their best Cox's 
apples. No doubt about who ate those.

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RECIPES OF THE MONTH 


By the time the next Deddington News goes to press we shall be in 
Soft Fruit picking time, and we are lucky to have Derek Bond's lovely fields 
so handy. Here are two recipes for Ices, one a Cream Ice and the other a 
Sorbet, both delicious. 


Strawberry Ice Cream 


lb ripe Strawberries 
oz sugar 

ozs water 

pint double cream 


Nj“ ON —> 


Method : Make a syrup by dissolving the sugar in the water and boiling 
for 3 minutes. 
Allow to cool. 
Puree the Strawberries, for about 3 seconds in Liquidiser, and 
add puree to the syrup. 
Lightly beat cream, not too stiff, and add to mixture. 
Freeze until it begins to set, then beat it very well in mixer 
or with hand whisk, return to freezer and allow to set (about 
3 hours) 


PS Most people have trouble freezing Strawberries, but they keep well if 
pureed and then frozen, for later use for Mousses or Ices. 


Raspberry Sorbet 
Sorbets do not contain cream, so they need a little Gelatine for setting. 


4 1b Raspberries 
Juice of 2 oranges 
10 og Water 
6 oz gran.sugar 
2 teaspoonful powdered gelatine 


Method : Make a syrup as above and cool. Soften the gelatine in a 
little cold water and then add two tablespoons of boiling water 
to it, when it will completely dissolve. 

Add the dissolved Gelatine to the syrup. 

Add the orange juice, then add it all to the pureed fruit. 
Put in freezer until it is mushy (about 3 hours) 

Remove from freezer and beat well, return to freezer and 
repeat after another hour. This is to get the crystals out 
of the Ice. Then return to freezer; it will be ready to eat 
after about another 3 hours.

There were some pulleys and a belt 
driven by water to produce power. There was a small stable for shire horses that 
oulled the cart into the small yard. We knew which animals had gone in there 
because the troughs were high up on the wall. In the cow shed there were big 
thick pieces of wood with chains sunk into them to hold the cows. This shed could 
be usec on cold winter nights. A long time ago the roof of the barn was ripped 
off by the wind and the roof was replaced eight years ago by the farmer who owns 
the farm now - Mr. Halliday. It's difficult to believe that the farm has stood 
there for one hundred and thirty-two years.
